DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

. The disclosure is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 , as being so incomprehensible 
as to preclude a reasonable search of the prior art by the examiner. For example, the 
following items are not understood: page 4, lines 1 - 3 of the Specification read "The 
bottom side 50, the side parts 51 and the first portions 52 define respectively a cavity 55 
and a longitudinal opening 8 fit for housing the first fixing means 10 and for the 
connection means 20". However, Fig. 5 shows 8 and 55 as indicating parts rather than 
an opening and a cavity, respectively. Thus, the "housing for first fixing means 10" is 
incomprehensible. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).

Claim Objections 

Claims 8, 34, and 40 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper 
form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative 
only. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on 
the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 - 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 - 7, 9 - 33, 35 - 39, 41 - 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by US Patent 6,101,773 to Chau et al. 

As best understood, Chau et al. disclose a wall device for fittings as disclosed 
within the claims given above.
